I. Claims 1-8, drawn to the apparatus having well and carousel of tools, 
classified in class 166, subclass 75.15. 

II. Claims 10-12 and 25-29, drawn to the method of deploying and freefalling 
a tool into a well and halting the fluid flow, classified in class 166, subclass 
266. 

III. Claims 13-16 and 40-43, drawn to the method of injecting sensors into a 
well and halting the fluid flow, classified in class 166, subclass 250.01. 

IV. Claims 18-24 and 30-39, drawn to the apparatus of well with a robot 
sealed within, classified in class 166, subclass 255.2. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions I and IV are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions 
in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1 ) the combination as claimed 
does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and 
(2) that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 
806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because the carousel does not require the 
use of a robot sealed within the well. The subcombination has separate utility such as a 
utilizing the robot sealed within a well to perform functions without a carousel or means 
of injecting the robot. 
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3. Inventions I and II are related as product and process of use. The inventions can 
be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the process 
for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different 
product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different process of 
using that product (MPEP § 806.05(h)). In the instant case the carousel may be used 
without halting the flow of fluid and freefalling the tool. 

4. Inventions I and III are related as product and process of use. The inventions 
can be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) the 
process for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially 
different product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different 
process of using that product (MPEP § 806.05(h)). In the instant case the carousel may 
be used without the halting of the fluid flow and injection of sensors. 

5. Inventions II and III are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions 
in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1 ) the combination as claimed 
does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and 
(2) that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 
806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because the deployment of freefalling 
tools does not require the injection of sensors. The subcombination has separate utility 
such as monitoring properties of the well in an above ground well. 

6. Inventions IV and II are related as product and process of use. The inventions 
can be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the 
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process for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially 
different product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different 
process of using that product (MPEP § 806.05(h)). In the instant case the robot sealed 
within the well can be utilized without halting the flow of fluid and freefalling the tool. 

7. Inventions IV and III are related as product and process of use. The inventions 
can be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) the 
process for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially 
different product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different 
process of using that product (MPEP § 806.05(h)). In the instant case the robot sealed 
within the well can be utilized without the halting of the fluid flow and injection of 
sensors. 

8. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
